Druggists at Elnora Given a 


Fine and Sent to Jail 


for Term.

Washington, Ind., Sept 27—The 


first conviction under the blind tiger 
act since its passage has been obtain- 
ed in Daviess county. Arch Yazel, an 
Elnora druggist, was the first to feel 
Its force. He was convicted in the 
Daviess circuit'court oa the charge 
of selling liquor illegally. Back of the 
conviction is an interesting temper- 
ance story. 


Elmore township several years ago 


drove out the saloon business. 
De- 


spite this fact drunken men were no 
uncommon sight in Elnora, the prin- 
cipal town, in the township, and sev- 
eral drunken brawls took place. 
It 


was learned shortly after the saloons 
had been, wiped out that Arch Yazel, 
a druggist of the town, had been sup- 
plying unlimited quantities of "liquor 
to any and all persons who made ap- 
plication. Indictments were obtained 
against him, his arrest brought about 
and the druggist 
was* fined many 


times, but up until the recent convic- 
tion the temperance forces and the 
state has been unable to inflict any 
heavy penalty on Yazel. Light fines 
have been his only punishment 


•'Cass township, in Greene county, 


which adjoins northern. Daviess, re- 
cently wiped 
out 
saloons 
with, a 


blanket remonstrance, leaving prac- 
tically all the northwestern section of 
Daviess without a saloon. Yazel here 
saw a golden opportunity for profit. 
Accordingly he bought a small restau- 
rant at the station of Riverside on the 
Southern Indiana; railroad, located in 
the corner of Daviess 
county,' just 


across the lino from Greene county, 
and across the river from Knox coun- 
ty. He put in a stock of drugs and 
opened his place of business. 


!The business exceeded all expecta- 


tions. 
Men flocked from all points 


along the line within thirty miles to 
Riverside every Saturday 
and Sun- 


day, getting drunk and raising such 
a'disturbance that farmers living near 
made a. vigorous protest. Plans were 
then laid to catch Yazel with liquor 
in his drug store. One Saturday even- 
ing a warrant to search the place was 
issued,, and the following morning, of- 
ficers .started to the station to per- 


' fbrm their duties. Yazel heard of the 


papers,.JlQ,wtever, and carried all the

City is Denied Temporary 


Restraining Order by 


Judge Heaton. 


In the superior court today Judge O. 


N. Heaton denied the motion made by 
the City of Fort Wayne-to secure a 
temporary injunction to prevent the 
Home Telephone and .Telegraph com- 
pany from interfering with the use of 
the upper cross arms of its poles for 
stringing wires for the distribution of 
electricity from the new municipal 
plant that is to be erected. 


This means that for the present at 


least the city must keep its hands off 
the property of the company and that 
it can not proceed with its distributing 
system until the case has been tried 
upon its merits. 


City' Attorney Guy Colerick stated 


that until he had had time to look 
over the decision and ascertain the 
full text of Judge Beaton's ruling he 
could not tell just what the next step 
will -be in the . matter. 
The defense 


made by the:company is. that its sys- 
tem is not constructed for the purpose 
of carrying high voltage wires on its 
poles and that to put 
them there 


would cause great damage and dan- 
ger. 


The fact that Judge 
Heaton has 


practically held that in his opinion the 
stringing of electric lighting wires on 
the poles is not contemplated in the 
contract precludes the probability that 
he will hear the case if it comes to a 
trial on its merits.

Inflammable Fluid in Tank

27.—Three men 


were killed instantly early today by 
the explosion of an oil tank in the 
Bronx, from which they were drawing 
crude petroleum -into sprinkling carts 
for use on, the-Morris park race track, 
where a twenty-four hour automobile 
race is to be given this evening.

of the current the use of the tele- 
phone poles has been reckoned as one 
of the certainties. Just what the add- 
ed cost will be if the city is compelled 
to put up its own poles is problemat- 
ical and cannot be arrived at without 
another trip over the ground. 


In its bids for construction 
the 


price of new poles was included and 
it would probably not be necessary to 
advertise for. new bids, although some 
complications may arise that would 
undo the work that has already been' 
done. 
The mayor and the board of 


public works are confident, however, 
that on a final trial of the case on its 
merits it can be shown that the poles 
and cross arms can be used withoet 
damage or danger and with that in 
view will probably make a movement 
toward securing as speedy a hearing 
as circumstances will permit.

ALASKA JUDGE RESIGNS. 


Arguments Begin in Suit at 


Findlay to Enjoin the 


Monopoly. 


. Findlay, Ohio, Sept 27.—Arguments 
were begun before Judge Duncan in 
common pleas court today to quash 
certain portions of the allegations in 
the petition filed last May by George 
H. Phelps against the Standard Oil 
company, seven of its subsidiary com- 
panies, John D. Rockefeller and other 
officials of the Standard Oil company. 


Mr. Phelps is said to be acting in 


the interest of the 
independent oil 


producers. The petition of Mr. Phelps 
alleges that the big oil company is 
operating in restraint of trade and 
that if it could be forced to do busi- 
ness in a lawful manner there would 
result a better condition in the oil 
trade. 
, 


If the prayer of the petitioner final- 


ly is granted by ithe court a receiver 
is to be appointed and all of the con- 
cerns named in the petition and the 
business of the trust companies is to 
be wound up according to law. 


After alleging that the defendants 


named are operating in restraint of 
trade and against the independent oil 
producers in particular, the plaintiffs 
pray that the corporate charters of 
the corporation named, except those 
of the Ohio 
Oil company and the 


Standard Oil company, be adjudged to 
be Illegal, fraudulent and void and 
! that each of the defendants be per- 
: petually enjoined from doing any act 
in said corporate name or form, that 
a receiver be appointed for each of 
the defendants with power to wind up 
the business of the defendant corpor- 
ation in order that the perpetual in- 
junction may be forever in full force. 
The plaintiffs are represented by Wm. 
L. David, of this city, and Henry W. 
and Allen .1. Seney, of Toledo, and the 
defense by Virgil P. Kline, ot Cleve- 
land, and J. C. Troup, of .Howling 
Green, Ohio, and S. S. TVneeler, of 
Lima. 


No witnesses will be examined, but 


there will be arguments on testimony 
that has heretofore been offered and 
admitted. L. B, .Williamson, recently 
arrested on the charge of attempting 
to bribe a juror in the Standard Oil 
case, has been released on $3,000 
bail.

the last congress and the constitu- 
tion adopted last week the new state 
constitution must'be promulgated by 
the president before the routitli nec-

mulgate the constitution.

STUFFED PEPPERS.

This is the most common and one of the most satisfactory 


ways of serving green peppers. 
Select sweet peppers of uni- 


form size, wash and plunge in boiling salted water. Let them 
simmer five minutes, drain, cut off the stem and remove the 
seeds and soft inside. Wipe, stuff with any forcemeat desired, 
replace the covers, brush with oil. Set in a baking pan and 
bake for fifteen or twenty minutes, basting frequently with 
stock or melted butter. Among the forcemeats specially suited 
to green peppers are minced sausage meat mixed with grated 
onion, buttered bread crumbs, parsley and lemon, bread crumbs 
and minced ham, well seasoned with butter, salt and parsley 
and moistened with tomato juice, cooked veal, chicken, or half 
and half, veal and chicken with soft bread crumbs, seasonings 
of, salt, summer savory and thyme and stock or butter to 
moisten 
Ham and chicken in combination make good force- 


meat, as does half a cupful of minced boiled ham or tongue 
with a cupful fine bread crumbs, onion juice, parsley, melted 
butter and salt to season.

diana Federation of Labor intends be- 
coming a most important factor 'n 
politics of the commonwealth was de- 
finitely disclosed, as predicted, dur 
ing the closing session of its conven- 
tion. 


In winding up the convention the 


federation took occasion to criticise, 
censure and. denounce several poli- 
tical celebrities of the state, as well 
as to establish a committee to delve 
in the political field for the purpose 
cf advancing those candidates that 
are friendly to labor and its cause. 


A resolution denouncing Governor 


Hanly and Congressman James 
E. 


Watson was introduced by Theodore 
Perry of Indianapolis Typographical ; 
Union at Wednesday's meeting and 
passed unanimously yesterday. 


The resolution contained a review 


of the appointment of William Blake- 
ly to the position of state inspector, 
a'nd then proceeded to call it a politi- 
cal debt which Governor Hanly paid 
Congressman Watson, thus "prostitur- 
ing the office," according to the resolu- 
tion. 
Committee Is Named. 


Perry, who is a strong supporter of 


the idea of the federation going into 
politics, presented another resolution, 
which was adopted unanimously. It 
calls for the appointment of a commit- 
tee of ten, to be known as the po- 
litical committee of the State Federa- 
tion, to keep awake on tbe political 
situation in the state and to ascertain 
those delegates who are friendly and 
unfriendly toward labor. 


Information concerning candidates 


for public office will be welcomed by 
this committee, which expects to ac- 
complish much in the elections. _The 
members comprising the committee 
are Theodore Perry, Indianapolis; D. 
M. Winters, Muncie; Harry W. Rog- 
ers, Richmond; W. E. Tripper, Peru; i 
Thomas Critchfield, Cayuga: .1.

Edward Robinson and Eu- 
gene Depew, Brothers-in- 
Law, Met Instant Death. 


Columbia City, Ind.. Sept. 27.—Ed- 


wanl Robinson and Eugene Depew, 
brothers-in-law, and both well-known 
residents of Whijley county, were 
struck and instantly killed by-a tram 
at C:45 o'clock Thursday evening as 
they attempted to drive across the 
tracks of the Pennsylania railroad in 
this city. Depew was 55 years of age, 
and Robinson a few years his junior. 
They had married sisters, daughter 
of ihe late David McCoy. 


The brothers-in-law were driving to 


the farm of Depew in Union township, 
and the wa?on in which they sat was 
struck squarely in the middle by the 
pilot of the engine drawing eastbound 
passenger train No. S. The body of 
Depew alighted on the pilot of the 
engine, while that of Robinson was 
tossed into a ditch beside the track, 
and both men were dead before assist- 
ance reached them. The. wagon was 
cut in twain and the rear portion of it 
was carried down the tracks a dis- 
tance of one hundred feet. One of the 
horses had a leg broken; the other es- 
caped with slight injuries. 


Robinson but a short time ago dis- 


posed of the Farmers' restaurant in 
Columbia City and had leased the De- 
pen- farm to which the brothers-in- 
law were driving, and Depew was pre- 
paring to locate in California. Depew 
was a candidate ior county assessor 
upon the democratic ticket a year ago. 
He leaves his wife ana two sisters— 
Mrs. Mary Alexander, of Warren, and 
Mrs. Benjamin Harshbarger, of Union 
township. Robinson is survived 
by 


his wife and a. son, Edgar, aged 17. 


Five years ago two young men, El- 


mer Shirley and Jesse Worden, were 
killer, on the same crossing in a simi- 
lar manner.
